Dear Sen. Obhof, 

I urge you to vote NO on SB 250. This bill would apply a "guilt by association" standard when damage or trespass to a 
pipeline or other "critical infrastructure" happens during a protest. It could allow organizations and people who did not 
trespass or do any damage whatsoever to be charged with a crime if they promoted or supported an event at which this 
happens. 

To be clear, trespassing on and damage to property are already illegal and should be. This bill unreasonably expands 
who can be charged for these offenses, including people who weren't even present. 

This bill, which is very similar to a bill passed recently in Oklahoma and Louisiana, will have a chilling effect on citizen 
protest and dissent. Citizen protest has played a role in many important reforms in Ohio's history, and it's a critical part 
of a vibrant democracy. 

SB 250 is a handout to corporate interests at the expense of Ohio’s democracy. Please vote NO on SB 250.

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Sub SB 250 Talking Points 


• Civil Action to recover for trespass - Damages 

o Provides that a property owner may bring a civil action for recovery of compensatory 
damages equal to the replacement value of damaged property from a person who 
willfully causes damage to a critical infrastructure facility 

• Attorney's Fees 

o Allows for the plaintiff to recover reasonable attorney's fees, court costs, and other 
reasonable expenses from a person who willfully causes damage to the critical 
infrastructure facility. 

• Vicarious Liability for Critical Infrastructure Violation 

o Allows a person or organization who pays another person to willfully cause damage to 
a critical infrastructure facility or who pays the person's fines or damages in a civil action 
for damage caused to a critical infrastructure facility to be held vicariously liable for 
damage caused to a critical infrastructure facility. 

• Permissible Determinations 

o In a civil action for causing damage to a critical infrastructure facility, allows the trier of 
fact to determine that the defendant willfully caused damaeie to the critical 
infrastructure facility, regardless of whether the defendant has been charged with any 
related criminal offense, has pleaded guilty to or been convicted of a criminal offense, 
or has been adjudicated a delinquent child in connection with the property damages 

• Criminal Mischief 

o Criminal Mischief committed through tempering or hacking a computer system with the 
intent to cause substantial physical harm or risk is o s"’ Degree Felony 

o Criminal Mischief committed intended for the disruption or inference with an aircraft 
and the violation creates a substantial risk of physical harm to any person or the aircraft 
in question is an occupied aircraft { Felony of a 4"’ Degree ) 

o Adds new provision under current statute to expressly prohibit a person, without 
privilege to do so, from knowingly tampering with an existing "critical infrastructure 
facility." 1 3'"^ Degree Felony ) 

o Also adds impeding or inhibiting an existing facility's operations. 

• Criminal Trespass 

o Knowingly enter or remain on the land or premises of another, the use of which is 
lawfully restricted to certain persons, purposes, modes, or hours, when the offender 
knows the offender is in violation of any such restriction or is reckless in that regard. 
{ Misdemeanor of the 4 '^ Degree ) 

o Recklessly enter or remain on the land or premises of another, as to which notice 
against unauthorized access or presence is given by actual communication to the 
offender, or in a manner prescribed by law, or by posting in a manner reasonably 


calculated to come to the attention of potential intruders, or by fencing or other 
enclosure manifestly designed to restrict access. { Misdemeanor of the 4'^ Degree ) 

o Knowingly entering or remaining on a critical infrastructure facility { Misdemeanor off' 
Degree) 


Definition of Critical Infrastructure 


• " Critical infrastructure facility" means ; 

o (a) One of the following, if completely enclosed by a fence or other physical barrier that 
is obviously designed to exclude intruders, or if clearly marked with signs that are 
reasonably likely to come to the attention of potential intruders and that indicate entry 
is forbidden without site authorization: 

■ A petroleum or alumina refinery 

■ An electric generating facility, substation, switching station, electrical control 
center, or electric transmission and distribution lines and associated equipment 

■ A chemical, polymer, or rubber manufacturing facility 

■ A water intake structure, water treatment facility, waste water facility, drainage 
facility, water management facility, or any similar water or sewage treatment 
system and its water and sewage piping 

■ A natural gas company facility or interstate natural gas pipeline and relative 
components 

■ A telecommunications central switching office or remote switching facility or an 
equivalent network facility that serves a similar purpose 

• Wireline or wireless telecommunications infrastructure, and associated assets 

■ A port, trucking terminal, or other freight transportation facility 

■ A gas processing plant 

■ A transmission facility used by a federally licensed radio or television station 

■ A steel-making facility that uses an electric arc furnace to make steel 

■ A facility identified and regulated by the United States department of 

homeland security's chemical facility antiterrorism standards program 

■ A dam that is regulated by the state or federal government 

• A crude oil or refined products storage and distribution facility 

• A video service network and broadband infrastructure 

■ Any above-ground portion of an oil, gas, hazardous liquid or chemical pipeline, 
tank, or other storage facility 

■ Any above-ground portion of a well, well pad, or production operation 

■ A laydown area or construction site for pipe 

■ Any railroad property 




Bottom Line - Anyone who is wiilfully or knowingly caught WITH THE INTENT to impede, disrupt, 
destruct, tamper, or destroy any of the above "critical infrastructure" assets, will be found guilty of 
criminal mischief. 


Anyone is willfully or knowingly caught refusing to leave a restricted area that is well marked by signage, 
fencing, or otherwise verbally communicated as a restricted area WITH THE INTENT to cause damage, 
impede, disrupt, tamper, destruct, or destroy in regards to any of the above "critical infrastructure" 
assets, will be found guilty of criminal or aggravated trespass. 


Any organization that is found to be complicit in the actions of a wrongful actor found in vioiation of any 
of the provisions laid forth in this bill will be subject to damages of 10 times of the amount associated 
with the crimes committed. 


This bill does not revoke right to peaceful protest. Anyone that is allegedly found in vioiation of any of 
this bill's provisions is subject to a trial and is guaranteed their right of due process. If the court should 
find the assailant and any associated organization guiity, the penalties will come into effect. 


Act of terrorism = in violation of the bill.

Chairman Bacon, Vice-Chair Dolan, Ranking Member Thomas and other members of the 
Judiciary Committee, thank you for this opportunity testify regarding the drone provisions of Senate Bill 
250. While the Ohio News Media Association understands and supports the intention of the bill, there is 
imprecise language that could lead to government interference or even arrests related to legitimate 
purposes, including newsgathering. 

Under the bill, a first-degree misdemeanor of criminal trespass can be charged when a drone 
aircraft is operated over a so-called “critical infrastructure facility” that is fenced or has “no trespassing” 
types of warnings. The expansive definition of critical infrastructure facility includes facilities such as 
dams, electrical poles, trucking terminals and cellular phone towers. 

News organizations make increasing use of drones to obtain images that would otherwise be 
difficult or impossible to obtain to report the news. Farmers, Realtors and many others also use drones at 
an increasing rate. Research is ongoing for package deliveries and other usages. Drone usage will 
continue to increase, so the need for smart regulation makes sense. 

The problem here is obvious. A law that says trespassing can be charged any time a drone flies 
over a fenced cluster of utility lines, a trucking terminal or cellular phone tower means that drone 
operators will frequently, though unintentionally, break the law and could be arrested. For example, if a 
news organization used a drone to fly over a dam in danger of failing, the aerial shot could bring a 
criminal charge. 

It also should be noted that legal experts are not convinced that it is within the purview of state or 
local governments to regulate drone use since unmanned aerial vehicles fall under the jurisdiction of the 
FAA. The courts have not resolved this. Assuming that this is an appropriate regulatory step for the state, 
the time for precise language should occur before the bill is passed. 

How might this be resolved? Perhaps aerial drones could be prohibited from close-up, high- 
resolution images of “small footprint” infrastructure. The obvious intent of the operator might be an 
element. Or, we would support an exception for legitimate newsgathering purposes, although this would 
not cover many other legitimate purposes of drones. 

We welcome the opportunity to work with bill sponsors and the committee on this issue. Thank 
you for this opportunity to state our concern.

In recent months there has been a heightened focus on critical infrastructure, both here in Ohio 
and across the nation. At times, this focus has produced both positive and negative outcomes. On 
the positive side, people are beginning to see how critical infrastructure delivers products that are 
essential to modern life. On the negative side, some people and organizations have taken it upon 
themselves to make poor decisions regarding these facilities that put others in danger. Some have 
attempted to disrupt operations at facilities and/or damage vital infrastructure as part of a 
“protest.” For example, there have been a number of reports of tampering with valves and 
controls at pipeline facilities that can create extremely dangerous situations. The facilities that 
are often the target of these protestors provide essential energy, communications and other vital 
services and products to the entire state. 

I will soon be introducing legislation that seeks to discourage such activities by enhancing 
penalties associated with certain types of wrongful acts. Specifically, this legislation will prohibit 
criminal mischief, criminal trespass, and aggravated criminal trespass at a critical infrastructure 
facility. It will also impose fines on those organizations that are found to be complicit with in 
these offenses, and impose civil liability damage caused by trespass at a critical infrastructure 
facility. 

Critical Infrastructure includes all of the following 

• Electricity Generation, Transmission, 
and Generation 

• Gas Production, Transport, and 
Distribution 

• Oil, Oil Products, Production, 

Transportation, and Distribution 

• Telecommunication 

To be clear, we are not attempting to restrict anyone’s First Amendment right to free speech or 
their ability to protest peacefully. This proposed legislation is aimed at those who cross the line 
and damage critical infrastructure placing the public and others in jeopardy.

Lame duck lottery: Slew of dangerous bills loom as 
General Assembly winds down

As Ohio's General Assembly closes out its work for the two-year session, there is plenty 
to keep an eye on—and be concerned about. Beyond those issues that get a lot of public 
attention, others that affect the quality of life for Ohioans - as well as their democratic 
rights and their pocketbooks - can slip through in a lame-duck session. Here is a list of 
just some of the bills that could be approved in this legislature’s waning days - or 
inserted into a “Christmas tree” bill that originally had little or nothing to do with many of 
the provisions added on to it: 

• House Bill 390 would narrow the current notice period on evictions. The bill didn’t 
move, but the policy was dropped into an unrelated bill. Senate Bill 273, only to be 
stripped out after facing significant opposition. Advocates for Ohio’s Future and 
the Akron Beacon Journal, among others, call it out as bad policy. But like the 
others listed here, it could pop up again before it’s all over. 

• House Bill 625 would outlaw localities from levying plastic bag taxes, like one 
proposed in Cuyahoga County. As the Columbus Dispatch pointed out , this is just 
one more attempt by lawmakers to get in the way of localities solving local 
problems. 

• Another bill. Senate Bill 293, would require state agencies to reduce the Ohio 
Administrative Code - rules that implement state law - by 30 percent. This ham¬ 
handed attempt at deregulation is directed at eliminating rules that use words 
such as "shall,” “must” and “require,” as if these are somehow bad words. This 
outlandish notion has no place in state law. 

• Through House Bill 182, legislators also could dismantle important safeguards 
covering debt settlement companies, which have a national reputation for preying 
on the financially vulnerable. 
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• Another bill, Senate Bill 250, could limit the right to protest at a long list of “critical 
infrastructure facilities" such as pipelines and dams. As The Plain Dealer said , 

“SB 250 aims to make Ohioans put up, and shut up, in the face of environmental 
challenges. The state Senate's GOP caucus might not know it, but that's not how 
democracy works." 

• House Bill 119, approved by the Senate Wednesday, takes oversight of eligibility 
in Medicaid and food aid out of the hands of the Governor, making it harder to 
change rules to meet needs in changing economic times. Out-of-state interest 
groups promote this bill, but problems in Ohio’s programs are with the private 
businesses in the service delivery - like pharmacy benefit managers - not with 
enrollees and eligibility, which this bill focuses on. 

• House Bill 494, which also won Senate approval Wednesday, would shield 
corporate franchise owners from bearing joint responsibility with their franchisees, 
even when owners discourage or prevent franchisees from complying with 
minimum wage, overtime, health and safety and other laws designed to protect 
workers. Governor Kasich should be urged to veto both HB 119 and HB 494, 
which are likely to be enacted since both houses have passed versions of them 
that just have to be reconciled. 

And let’s not forget about tax policy. One Christmas tree bill. House Bill 51, initially 
carried an amendment to give a tax break to special retirement plans of top managers so 
they wouldn’t be covered by municipal income taxes. Thankfully, the amendment got 
pulled at the 11‘^ hour. This tax break was improved from last year - it wasn’t retroactive, 
for example - but it would be another blow to local governments that have seen over $1 
billion a year taken away because of state policies. It may pop up again before this lame 
duck dies. Another bill, House Bill 469, would create a new uncapped tax credit for big 
mixed-use development projects with unknown costs and inadequate safeguards. 

Amidst these various threats, there are some opportunities for legislation that will help 
Ohioans thrive. House Bill 750 would add $5 million to the badly underfunded state grant 
for low-income college students, the Ohio College Opportunity Grant . Senate Bill 225 
would provide state funds for needed expansion of broadband. And in a positive step, 
the General Assembly just approved House Bill 158. Though it should have been 
expanded to cover others, it will allow spouses to receive unemployment benefits if a 
military transfer forces them to quit their job. 


Of course, this is just a partial listing of the bills before the legislature, and if past is 
prologue, there will be other surprises before the session ends. Another extreme 
measure that would undercut Ohioan’s right to bring constitutional amendments to the 
ballot. House Joint Resolution 19 . appears to be dead for this year. But many of these 
measures will be back again next year if they don’t make it into law this time around.

Dear Sen. Coley,
